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into custody for stealing 
confidential information

A longtime employee in the 
admissions department at CSUS 
was arrested on 13 counts of Grand 
Theft for stealing student social 
security numbers and using them to 
purchase goods and services. 

George Beatty, 52, was arrested 
Aug. 18 by Sacramento Police on13 
counts of grand theft for allegedly 
stealing $70,000 worth of goods 
and utilities that were fraudulently 
purchased by the suspect. 

Campus Police first began inves- 
tigating Beatty after receiving a tip 
from a person who had applied for 
admission to CSUS and suspected 
that personal information such as 
his social security number and birth 
date had been stolen and used to 
apply for credit cards by someone at 


CSUS. 

After finding evidence of tam- 
pering with admissions records, 
campus police turned the case over 
to Sacramento Police, who have 
linked Beatty to 13 cases dating 
back to 1992. 

Beatty acquired the social securi- 
ty numbers and other personal 
information from applications for 
admission to CSUS. He used the 
confidential information given in 
the applications to purchase goods 
and services such as cable television 
and utilities. 

Larry Glasmire, Director of 
Admissions and Records, said that 
his office requires employees who 
have access to personal student 


‘information to sign a one-page con-

Tech deal called off 


Fee may meet future high-tech needs

After nine months of debates and 
controversies, the unprecedented 
deal between the California State 
University system and two large 
corporations came to a halt in June. 

The California’ Education 
Technology Initiative, which had 
been touted by CSU administrators 
as the solution to the ongoing com- 
puter technology gap, was aban- 
doned after the CSU team and rep- 
resentatives from GTE and Fujitsu 
were unable to find a way to make a 
profit. 


“The decision was based solely 
on not being able to get a financial 
plan that would work to pay back 
the debt that would have been 
incurred,” CSU Chancellor Charles 
Reed said. 

Though Microsoft and Hughes, 
two of the original corporations 
involved, dropped out in April, 
Reed said then that the loss of the 
those partners did not signal the end 
of CETI. 

Since the plan’s announcement 
in September 1997, CETI had been

_ For many students, CASPER is 
not such a friendly ghost. 

CASPER is, however, the name 
given to the touch-tone registration 
system at CSUS. 

Whether you love it or hate it, 
the Registration God who _ is 
CASPER doesn’t care. 

Sooner or later, you will have to 
surrender to his wishes — and reg- 
ister for your classes. 

But like any machine, CASPER 
has its faults. 

By now, all students eligible to 
register through CASPER should 
have received an Invitation to 
Register, CSUS’ way of saying; 
“Yes, you can now offer yourself up 
to CASPER.” This invitation should 
contain the date and time you may 
call to register. 

To make your initiation into the 
CASPER religion less painful, there 
are several guidelines to follow: 

* Don’t waste CASPER’s time. 
Before you call him, get a class 
schedule and decide which courses 
you hope to snatch from his jaws. 
The schedule of classes contains a 
worksheet for selecting classes, as 
well as detailed instructions on 
using the CASPER registration sys- 
tem. 

¢ Jot down a few alternate cours- 
es in case the classes you request 
are full. If CASPER refuses to grant 
all your wishes, you'll be ready with 
alternative invocations. 

¢ On the appointed date and time, 
call CASPER from a touch-tone 
phone at 278-8000. To gain access 
to the system, you will be asked to 
enter the current semester’s code 
(listed in the schedule of classes), 
your student identification number 
(which is usually your Social 
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Immediate needs 
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Security number) and your four- 
digit Personal Identification 
Number (the month and date of 
your birth — e.g., April 14 is 0414). 

Once in the system, you’ll be 
given step-by-step instructions for 
adding and dropping classes, as 
well as other options. Do as 
CASPER says. 

If you experience problems, see 
visions or become confused while 
using CASPER, call the CASPER 
Helpline at 278-8088, Monday 
through Friday, 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. on 
registration days. 

For more information, consult 
the schedule of classes. And if all 
else fails, consult a Ouija board.

SO every now and then we need 
to find a quiet spot on the campus to 
hit the books. 

The most obvious location is the 
Library, where there are study 
rooms and little cubicles that can 
cut off most contact with the outside 
world. Flashers have been known to 
disrupt the silence every now and 
then, but for the most part the 
Library is a prime spot. 

If you.are the type who needs to 
munch as you read your ever-so- 
interesting textbooks, then you 
might want to try the University 
Union. 

The union has several areas 
where students can bury their heads 
in their books while stuffing deli- 
cious treats in their mouths.

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House and around the Round Table 
Pizza stand also offer suitable loca- 
tions. The second floor of the Union 
also offers a relaxing lounge area.

Textbooks 


You'll need a textbook for just 
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about every class. Depending on the 
class, however, your textbook will 
not always be that helpful ... or even 
necessary. Textbooks are available 
at the Bookstore two weeks before 
the start of classes — that is, if your 
professors haven’t screwed up their 
purchase orders. The Bookstore is 
open for a few extra hours during 
the first week of classes so you can 
spend extra time in line. 

Looking to avoid the Bookstore? 
You can often find the best prices 
through a book dealer off campus; 
make a few phone calls. Consider 
stores that sell used books, such as 
Beer’s Books on L Street. If you’re 
assigned to read any book a normal 
person (as opposed to a student) 
might read, try a regular retail store. 
Why pay Bookstore prices for a best 
seller or a classic you can get on 
sale at Tower? 

Wherever you shop, try to get 
your textbooks as soon as possible. 
Unless you plan to keep the book 
(and it’s rare that you will), buy a 
used book. Another reason to get 
your textbooks early is that used 
books sell quickly. Used books are 
cheaper, broken-in and, if you’re 
lucky, have all the notes included. 

Some of the notes have answers; 
some have test items that the profes- 
sor may not cover. So, while others 
are looking for books with no notes 
in them, you should look for books 
with PLENTY of notes in them. 
(Make sure they’re actual notes and 
not just doodles or phone numbers. 
Well ... phone numbers can be fun, 
too.) 

Used textbooks or not, the 
Bookstore still manages to soak you 
at the cash register. Textbooks are 
almost always expensive. When 
they’re new, it’s the publisher’s 


fault; when they’re used, it’s the

So assign the 
blame accordingly. At the end of the 
semester, the Bookstore, generous 
entity that it is, will buy back your . 
textbooks for about half price (then, 
sell them back to other students next, 
semester for about 80 percent of the. 
price).

Here are the grades and their | 
numeric values for those who for-_ 
got: A, 4.0; A-, 3.7; B+, 3.3; B, 3.0;. 
B-, 2.7; C+, 2.3; C, 2.0; C-, 1.7; D+, , 
1.3; D, 1.0; D-, 0.7; F, 0.0. Sorry, 
there is no such thing as an F+. It’s 
kind of like adding insult to injury: 
You flunked, but you did a good job 
of it. 

If you just want to take a course 
for credit, there’s a pass/fail system 
of CR (credit) and NC (no credit) 
grades that aren’t averaged into 
your GPA. It’s an option only if the 
class is designated as such in the 
course code book or if you’re using 
it in courses that you’ll never want 
to use for General Ed, your major or 
your minor (like jewelry making). 

Then there’s U, I, SP, W, RD and 
AU. Contrary to popular belief, 
these are not abbreviations for ele- 
ments you’d find on the periodic 
table. U means that you dropped 
without using a drop form; they’re 
the same as F’s. It means you didn’t 
finish everything in the course; if 
you never get around to finishing 
the work, you’ll eventually get an F. 
W means you dropped late; it stays 
on your transcript and doesn’t influ- 
ence your GPA, but if you have too 
many of them, it makes you look 
like a flake. 

SP means your class was still in

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The Union gets a new face 


_.|- As the semester passes, you will 
‘soon realize that you just can’t get 
enough coffee. University Union 
Officials already realized this, so 
-they put two (count’em two) Java 
~City Coffee outlets on the first floor 
‘Of the union. Once you’re good and 
wired, there are many new places to 
explore in the new University 
Union. 
-~’ As returning students will tell 
-you, the last two years have been 
frustrating because of the Union 
expansion. Construction crews and 
scaffolding blocked entrances, dust 
settled on everything, and the cam- 
pus boasted the only known “incon- 
venience” store in the region. 

Not anymore. A bright, shiny and 
new University Union is now open 
and boasting meeting rooms and a 


mini-mall full of services for stu- 
dents, faculty and university staff. 

Over 100,000 square feet of 
space was added to the 70,000 
square foot building, which was 
originally built in 1973.

So what 
the hell is it? 

Housed in new offices on the 
third floor of the. University 
Union, the Associated Students 
Inc., or ASI, is an organization 


that exists to provide services for 


‘students. According to its charter, 
“ASI ‘is essentially the student 


‘government whose main purpose 


is to contribute to the welfare of 


‘CSUS students.” 


How does: ASI actually carry 


‘out that goal? 


It tries in a number of ways. 
Using funds raised by the $94- 
per-semester student fee, the not- 
for-profit corporation disburses a 
multi-million dollar -budget to 


provide sérvices and programs 


such as 


Peak Adventures, the 
Children’s Center, the Aquatic 
Center and Safe Rides. 

ASI also funds programs like 
the Cultural Affairs Series, which 
brings a diverse selection . of 
speakers to the campus, and 


‘Intramural Sports and Recreation. 


A contract with the Athletic 


Department provides funds for the 


Major sports programs at CSUS

such as football and basketball. 

This contract allows students to 
attend football games and basket- 
ball games for free by showing 
their student identification cards. 
That same ID also allows students 
free use of Regional Transit’s: 
buses and light rail, thanks to a 
contract between ASI and RT. 

A board of directors governs 
ASI, which is elected by students 
— unfortunately, only about 10 to 
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15 percent of the student body 
votes. | 

The ASI board, composed of a 
president, executive vice presi- 
dent, vice president for finance, 
vice president for university 
affairs, and a director from each 
of the university’s schools, meets 
every two weeks while school is 
in session and makes the policy 
decisions affecting ASI. 

The board also controls the ASI 
budget and tries to coordinate the 
dozens of committees that are 
supposed to help improve the 
quality of life for students at 
CSUS. Whether these student 
politicians actually succeed is up 
to you. 

Each spring, students get the 
chance to select the board for the 
next academic year. 
Unfortunately, a majority of the 
student population avoids the 
polls like the plague. 

In the last election, held in 
April, slightly more than 10 per- 
cent of the students bothered to 
cast their ballots, allowing fewer 
than 3,000 students to decide the 
fate of a fee increase referendum. 

A look at faces on the 1998-99 
board will see Gary Davis, lead- 
ing the board; which for once is 
nearly full. The board met in June, 
after the end of the semester and 
appointed several members to fill 
the empty seats. Among the new 
directors is Sean South, who was 
disqualified as a candidate for ASI 
president when he failed to file an 
interim Campaign spending report 
on time. But the board has been 
busy so this should be an interest- 
ing year for everyone.

Thanks to those wonderful fees we pay every semester, the health center, 

located in the parking lot across from Sacramento Hall, gives students 

answers to a number of medical questions. 

Services available at the center include general medical care for acute ill- 
nesses and injuries, physical exams, birth control, health education, immu- 
nizations, lab and pharmacy services, psychological counseling, optometry 
and X-rays. 

A specialized augmented health plan is also available. By paying an 
additional fee, $20 for 1996-97, students get the opportunity to receive aoa 
tional services at little or no cost. 

There is a full staff of health care professionals at the center. Most of the 
services are available on a drop-in basis, although some may require an 
appointment. 

Perhaps the best thing about the center is that students can get items like 
aspirin, cough medicine, bandages, nasal spray, vitamins, and other over- 
the-counter medicines at a lower cost than at most drugstores. 

Contraceptive foams and jellies are available over the counter. Birth con- 
trol pills and diaphragms require a family planning appointment before 
being prescribed. 

The center provides pregnancy counseling as well as sexual health coun- 
seling. HIV testing is free of charge. All of these purchases and appoint- 
ments are confidential. ; 

Referrals to specialists or for services the center does not provide are also

The best way to quickly get in 
and out of the library is to know 
exactly what you are looking for. 
EUREKA is the best place to 
launch your quest for knowledge. 

EUREKA is a computer catalog 
with the unnerving tendency to 
either tell you exactly what you 
need to know, or to send you in cir- 
cles until you can’t tell which way 
is up. The catalog lists the call num- 
bers of books and their location in 
library. It also tells you whether or 
not a book has already been 
checked out. 

From EUREKA, there is a 
Gateway to periodical. databases. 
like InfoTrac, FirstSearch and Carl 
UnCover. In these databases, you 
can find articles on a variety of top- 
ics. 

Sometimes an article or book 
you are looking for won’t be where 
the computer says it is. In situations 
like this the most important thing is 
to remain calm, breathe deeply and 
run—don’t walk—to the nearest 
librarian. 

Librarians are quite possibly the 
library’s most valuable resource. 
They can provide a ray of hope for 
needy students by telling them 
whether missing material is waiting 
to be reshelved or has been stolen 
by some ruffian.

There is one feature available 
through the bookstore that may 
make magazines affordable for you 
while attending CSUS. Each time a 
sale is bagged, the bookstore staff 
usually inserts some flyers with 
magazine subscription offers for 
students.

session when the grades were print- 
ed and, although you have not yet 
passed the class, you have made sat- 
isfactory progress thusfar. RD 
means your professor hasn’t turned 
in the grades yet. AU means that you 


- are considered an auditor and you 


will not be receiving degree credit 
for the course. 

If you want to have your grade 
changed, you have to talk to the pro- 
fessor as soon as possible. The dead- 
line for working out grade problems 
is the end of the fourth week of the 
subsequent semester. For example, 
if you get a U and it’s your first 
semester here, CSUS will probably 
be nice and allow you to remove it 
from your transcript. But after that, 
the university expects you to have 
learned your lesson. 

The Academic — Standards 
Committee may allow you to 
remove grades provided a) you were 
sick — and you have a note from 
your doctor or b) your department 
messed up — and you have a note 
from said department. 


Adding and dropping classes 


As you register through 
CASPER, you may find that some 
of the classes you want are already 
filled. Don’t worry, you can always 
try to add the classes once the 
semester starts. But don’t rely on 
this method: some professors like 
to keep their classes small — or are 
required to do so — and may not 
add you. 

Here’s a hint for those who have 
not yet registered: Use SacLink or 
go to the CSUS Web site to check 
the status of the classes you're 


Next, pick up an add slip in the 
academic office in question. These 
forms must be turned in to the aca- 
demic department office before the 
end of the second week of classes. 

It is imperative that you go to 
the class on the first day. Try to get 
there early enough to steal a seat 
away from a student who is actual- 
ly enrolled in the class. Some pro- 
fessors will tell everyone at the 





beginning of the class that the class 


is FULL, that there’s no more 
ROOM, and that they’re not 
accepting any add slips at ALL. 
PERIOD. Ignore this; it’s meant to 
drive away the faint of heart. 

At that point, the instructor will 
probably go through the roll, and 
then ask if there’s anyone whose 
name wasn’t called. Of course, 
here’s the point where you will be 
told the class is FULL, there’s no 
more ROOM, and that they’re not 
accepting any add cards at all. 
Period. Ignore this; it’s also meant 
to drive away people who can’t 
handle personal confrontations. 

Ask these professors if you can 
at least sit in on the class. If they’re 
hesitant, tell them that you want to 
take this class eventually and that 
you at least want to see what it’s all 
about. Or appeal to their egos and 
tell them that you want to watch 
the best professor at Sac State do 
what he or she does so well.

Financial aid 


For those of us who were not 
lucky enough to be born with silver 
feet in our mouths, the need for 
financial aid will most likely arise. 

Don’t wait until you’re pushing 
a shopping cart around the streets 
of Sacramento to ask for help. Plan 
now for future semesters. 
Obtaining financial aid can take 
months. 

The first step in applying for aid 
for the fall 1998 school year is to 
obtain a Free Application for 
Federal Student Aid — called the 
FAFSA — from the financial aid 
office located in Lassen Hall. 

This application is your ticket to 
receiving large sums of money 
from Federal Ford Direct Student 
and Federal PLUS (parent) Loans. 

These forms must be filled out 
accurately, if you want to avoid an 
unpleasant experience with federal 
agents, and mailed to the requested 
address. 

If you filled out the forms cor- 
rectly, about three to four weeks 
later they will re-appear on your 
doorstep with a list of mistakes you 
need to correct. Don’t be alarmed; 
the federal government has a real 
knack for producing forms that no 
human can complete correctly on 
the first time. 

After you have sent these forms 
for the second time, the financial 
aid office will step in and request 
more documents.

fidentiality agreement, but that 
there is “very littlke we can do to: 
detect (fraud) or prevent it.” 
~ The Department of Admissions 
and Records is responsible for han- 
dling all student data including 
social security numbers and grades. 
Glasmire said that handling security 
issues is an “essential element of 
any training in our office” but that 
there was little he could do regard- 
ing the oversight of employees who 
handle confidential student infor- 
mation. 

“I wish there was something we 
“ould do to prevent this, but it 
comes down to personal integrity,”

said Glasmire. 

Glasmire said supervisors do not 
routinely audit employees’ comput- 
er files, and he was unsure if he 
was legally able to do so. 

Beatty worked for CSUS for 23 
years and obtained a security clear- 
ance ten years ago when he began 
working in Admissions and 
Records. 

Glasmire’s department had no 
knowledge of Beatty’s illegal activ- 
ities until Sacramento Police arrest- 
ed him on campus on Aug. 17. 

“We were all very surprised,” 
said Glasmire. “We have done 
everything we can do to ensure that 
employees understand confiden- 
tiality.” 


CSUS Spokeswoman Ann Reed 
said that Beatty resigned from his 
job shortly after the arrest. 

Beatty was scheduled to be 
arraigned in court on Sept 1 on 13 
counts of grand theft. 

Sacramento Police Spokesperson 
Michele Quattrin said that the inves- 
tigation was “ongoing” and _ that 
additional charges may be forth- 


coming. 


Deputy District Attorney Bret 
Morgan is handling the case and 
said that, if convicted, Beatty faces 
time in State prison for the grand 
theft charges. 

All of the known victims do not 
attend CSUS and most live in 
Southern California.

are going fine,” Gerth said. “I was 
startled by the article and as far as I 
know, it’s not accurate.” 

Gerth said he instructed the uni- 
versity’s attorneys to look into the 
allegations that Hilson is threaten- 
ing to sue. 

“The last conversation I had 
with Hilson was several months 
ago and things seemed to be going 
fine. Our position is that we know 
that we have a responsibility and 
we will take care of it,” he said. 

Hilson, a real estate attorney 
with the firm of McDonough 
Holland & Allen, could not be 
reached for comment.

Talbert: “His outlook on life was reflect

in 1969, and eventually became 
chair of the journalism department. 
Last semester, he taught “Basic 
Techniques in Photography,” “Basic 
Color Photography,” and 
“Advanced Photography.” 

“T’ve known him for about thirty 
years, and this is the first fall semes- 
ter he hasn’t walked in the door and 
it’s very sad,” said Sharmon Goff, 
Talbert’s colleague in the photogra- 
phy department. 

“He loved photography and he 
really, really loved teaching. There 
are a lot of really good photogra- 
phers out there who can’t teach,” 


Goff said. “His outlook on life was 
reflected in his photography. He 
was certainly my mentor.” 

Professor William Dorman, a 
colleague of Talbert’s for nearly 30 
years, called Talbert a ““consummate 
teacher.” 

“He had a way of inspiring the 
best in students without imposing 
his vision on them. He wanted them 
to think for themselves,” Dorman 
said. 

“He was absolutely a great 
teacher,” said former student Larry 
Dalton. Dalton credits Talbert’s 
instruction with inspiring him to 
become a professional photograph- 
er. “He was one of those teachers 
who would spend time to make sure 
you understood. He always had 
time to help out.”

“He wanted us to see what we 
normally don’t see, don’t shoot, and 
find something interesting in that,” 
Dalton said. “It really opened my 
eyes to the possibilities out there.” 

In addition to his work as a 
teacher, Talbert was instrumental in 
assisting local photographer 
Gordon Hutchings develop an 
updated film developer widely used 
among regional black and white 
photographers. A _ book, twice 
revised, was printed on the basis of 
research conducted by Hutchings 
and confirmed by Talbert. 

Although having spent earlier 
years with photographers Ansel 
Adams and Morley Baer, Talbert 
did not fear change. Eager to expose 
students to a wide variety of experi- 
ences, he encouraged exploration in 
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din his photograph

digital image processing and 
manipulation. 

Talbert was known among stu- 
dents and faculty members for his 
enthusiasm and expertise in the 
field of photography. 

In a 1993 post tenure review, 
Talbert was commended by the 
committee for his “unreserved joy” 
and noted that he was a valuable 
member of the CSUS faculty. 

He is survived by his wife of 40 
years, Jane Talbert of Sacramento; 
his mother, Willo Talbert of Fair 
Oaks; sons, Gregory of Portland, 
Ore., Matthew and David, both of 
Sacramento; a sister, Ann Talbert 
Simmonds of Fair Oaks; and two 
grandchildren.
